SPEER IN THE HOUSE, 


Kpeaks in Favor of the Chinese Kil]l—Contrast Between 
Negro and Mongolian. 
— Wasuincton, March 18.—There was buta 
small attendance of members present when 
the house met this morning for cebate only 
on the Chinese bill. 
MR. SPEER’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Speer, of Georgia, was the first speaker 
and spoke in favor of the bill. He said that 
in the contest between the United States and 
China, the former had = no_- unequal 
adversary. “The little brown man” 
eulogized by Joaquin Miller was a born dip- 
lomatist, and the United States was dealing 
with a renowned empire. The bill was a 
measure of self-defense, and no other ques- 
tion which could be presented to the present 
congress was of moreimportance. Peace had 
its victories, ano the passage of this bill would 
be one of the victories of peace which would 
be hailed with acclamations of an almosi 
unanimous people. 

THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 

When the unanimous verdict of an entire 
people who had known the Chinese since 
i860, was weighed in the scale with the elo- 
quence of the gentleman from Massachusetts, 
(Rice), or the metaphysical subtleties of the 
gentleman from Ohio (Taylor), there 
was doubt as to what way = the 
scale would turn. He argued that the bil! 
was right, and in literal accordance with the 
treaty; but even were that not so, there were 
reasons Which would induce him to vote for 
it. and they were contained in the old maxim, 
‘Salus populi supremo lex’’—the safety of the 
people is the supreme law.’ What was the 
strength of the numbers of the American peo- 
ple ee with the strength of the Chinese, 
whom the opponents of the bill would per- 
mit to come to this country without let or 
hindrance. The statistics showed thatif every 
man, woman and child in the world were 
formed in procession, every man, woman and 
ch ld would be a_= subject of China. 
He took up in detail and re- 

lied to the arguments presented 

y Mr. Taylor, stating tat he would oppose 
the eloquent thories of that gentleman with 
the sworn testimony taken by the Mormon 
committee, from which he made several quo- 
tations, to show the effect of Chinese immigra- 
tion was to cheapen laborand drive American 
labor from the Pacific coast. 

A FILTHY AND IMMORAL RACE, 

He would contrast the statements of the 
gentleman from Ohio, that the Chinese were 
not, as a class, more vicious than the rest of 
the peoplo of the world; and, that they were 
as cleanly asan equal number of laborers 
anywhere, with the declaration of that other 
Taylor, (Bayard),-th t morally they were the 
most debased people on the face of the earth, 
and with his expressions of disgust at the filth 
of Chinese cities. He (Mr. Speer), asserted 
that the American laborer, who had built up 
our country’s prosperity in time of peace, and 
in time of war on the fiery crest of battle eve- 
rywhere had fought our country’s battle and 
achieved its victories, was no more like the 
miserable Chinaman than “I to Hercules, or 
Hyperion to a Satyr."” He compared the 
characteristics of the Chinese and the colored 
race much to the disadvantage of the former, 
and asserted that the entire South would 
never rise up against the negro as the entire 
west had risen up against the Chinaman. 

PROTECTION FOR OUR LABORERS. 

In conclusion, Mr. Speer said: 1 maintain 
that it is the duty of the American congress 
to protect the home life of the American 
Jaboring men of our country. They are 
the foundation of society. What mat- 
ters it to us if we gather large 
stores of treasure and become as wealthy as 
Croesus if the mass of the people are misera- 
ble and unhappy, and ground down by com- 
petition with Chinese labor. In the language 
of Oliver Goldsmith— : 

Ill fares the land to hastening ils a prey. 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay; 
Prinezsand lords may flourish or may fade— 
A breath may make them as a breath has 
made— 
But a bold peasantry, their eountry’s pride. 
When once destroyed can never be supplied.

the Mississippi, as provided in the first ap- 
propriation. This action of the committee is 
in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Mississippi river commission and com- 
mission of engineers.

Advices from South Bethlehem show that 
over two hundred cases exist, and the proba- 
bilities are that the entire town will be quar- 
antined. The disease has spread to Hello- 
town, and numerous cases are reported. The 
Nazeareth pest-house is full, and the poor 
directors have refused to receive any more 
sufferers.

Promiscuous Emigration of 
Chinese. 

SAN Francisco, March 18.—Several Chinese 
women, supposed to be courtesans, who ar- 
rived on the British steamer Augerhead, and 
were held by the authorities to be sent back 
to China, were brought into the superior court 
yesterday on a writ of habeas corpus.

The Chillan Treaty. 

LONDON, March 18—[Special].— Advices from 
Buenos Ayres to February 24th, state that Walker 
Blaine was about to resign the mission and return 
tothe United States with Mr. Trescott, the new 
American envoy. It is expected that a protocoi 
had been signed at Santiago, wherein Chili de- 
clares that she meant no offense to the United 
States. by the arrest of Senor Calderon. Mr. 
Trescott repudiates Mr. Hurlburt’s 
action as offensive to Chili. The Chilian govern- 
ment declares that it will not treat with Senor Cal- 
deron, and will make peace only on the following 
conditions: The cession of Tarapaca in perpetuity; 
the occupation of Peru as faras Meoquegua, until the 
indemnity of $20,000,000 is paid, and the possession 
of half of the guano islands of Pera. Mr. Treseott 
agreed to these conditions, and has forwarded a 
copy of them to Washington.

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Arbitrary Rates. 

CHICAGO, March 18.—Representatives of the va- 
rious railroads and fast freight lines north of the 
Ohio river leading from Chicago, Peoria and St. 
Louis to points south of Ohio, held an adjourned 
meeting yesterday, and established arbitrary- rates 
on southern business, whieh will gointo effect 
March 27. They agreed upon a division of the 
southern territory. 

This action places the roads north of the riverin 
an independent position, where their business will 
no longer be affected by the differences between 
southern railroads aud steamship associations and 
the Cincinnati Southern and non-association roads, 
The lines north of the river will charge their pro 
rata of the new rates on through businesss, and 
hereafter all cuts wiil have to be born by the south- 
ern lines. The representatives of the Cincinnati 
Southern line refused to attend the meeting. 


A Disastrous Fire Near Pittsburg. 

PItTsBuRG, March 18.—[Special.]—A fire in the 
engine house of the Newcastle and Oil City rail- 
10ad company, at Newcastle, Pennsylvania, this 
morning, resulted in the destruction of the build- 
ing, together with three locomotives and several 
freight cars, entailing a loss of $50,000. Rumors 
wele afloat this morning that the fire was the work 
of incendiaries, but it is believed to have resulted 
from locomotive sparks. The watchman, an old 
man, and his son, named Donnelly, were sleeping 
in the building where the fire occurred, are sup- 
posed to have perished. 


The Garfleld Monument Fund. 

CLEVELAND, March 18.—The Garfield monument 
committee have issued a notice stating that over 
$106,000 haye been subscribed: that they want to 
raise $250,000, of which Obio will promise one-half, 
the otherhalf to be distributed among the states 
and territories in proportion to their wealth and 
population, and appeal to the people to contribute 
to that end. 

Sule of Water Power Lata. 

DANVILLE, Va., March 18.—The last of the lots of 
water power property on the Dan river were sold 
to-day, the amount of sales being $6,217. A water 
front of 3,000 feet, available for horse power, 
brought $1,000. The purchasers propose to open 
cotton factories, mills for grain, and machjuesbops 
for work on iron and weed. '

The Oyster Pirates Convieted. 

NoRFOLE, Va., March 18.—The piratical oyster 
dredgers were to-day couvicted in Matthews county 
court and sentenced to one year each in the peni- 
tentiary and the forfeiture of their boats. The 
judge and jurors signed a petition to the governor 
for the pardon of the convicted men because of ex- 
tenuating circumstances. 


Sentenced for Twenty Years. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 18.—F. A. Palmer, late au- 
ditor of the city of Newark, was this morning sen- 
tenced to the state prifon for twenty years by Judge 
DePue, on eight indictments, for obtaining money 
from the city treasury on a forged warrant. The 
sum abstracted was about $220,000.

THE FACTS IN THE KILLING OF 
JACKSON J. HICKS. 


A Staff Correspondent Furnishes the Details of the 
Killing, with a Description of the Scene of the 
Murder—An Old and Unarmed Man Shot 
Down in Presence of Hie Family. 


From Siaff Correspondent of The Constitution. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, March 17.—This usually 
quiet town is bubbling over with sensations. 
The people had barely ceased to talk of the 
mysterious murder of the negro who was 
found a few days ago in a pond with his skull 
crushed in, when the trial of Stevenson fur- 
nished additional gossip for the gossippers. 
Tuesday the murder of Jackson J. Hicks, an 


‘aged farmer, threw the entire people of the 


and com- 
pleted a trio of bloody tales, rarely occurring 
in such rapid succession in one country 
neighborhood. It was to ascertain the facts 
connected with this last killing that 
here, and I at onbe set myself about the task: 

A brisk ride for an hour down the Stone 
Mountain road from Lawrenceville brought 


me to an unfrequented neighborhood 
road which turned sharply to the right from 
The road ran along 
through en old field which had grown up in 
small pines and turned into a lane which 
forest of heavy timber. A way 
worth the name of road led me 
on through this woods, and when a point 
half a mile from the main road _ had 
been reached, [| found myself upon 
the native heath of the moonshiner—not a 
wild, picturesque ace bounded — by 
mountains and abled with rocks, be- 
hind which the distillers could lay in 
wait and pick off raiders at pleasure, but a 
quiet spot about which clung the smoke 
which went up from the burning brush and 
log heaps in the new ground. The place was 
the essence of perfect repose and quiet—an 
out-of-the-way home for a class of people con- 
tented with an humble sphere in life. The 
house of old man Hicks isone of the most 
humble of the humble and sits upon the 
crest of a heavy hill, the northern slope of 
which is a well-worn field, the front side,from 
which the traveler approaches, being covered 
with a beautiful grove of oaks. The house is 
built of hewn logs and nasthree or fourrooms. 
It faces the south, and on the eastern side is 
the horse lotand cribs. The garden enclo- 
sure is on the northwestern side of the house, 
and between the house and garden is the 
smoke house. About two hundred yards in 
rear of the house runs a small branch which, 
leaving the field, pitches overa big rock in a 
little waterfall and trickles on down through 
the woods. 


etl 

in company with Walter Hicks, a son of 
the murdered man, I. went down this 
little branch to takea survey of the dis- 
tillery that was the prime cause of the death 
of oldman Hicks. Abouta hundred yards 
into the woods we came upon the distil- 
lery completely demolished by the raiders. 
It was an insignificant little affair built of logs 
and covered with boards. The still, cap and 
worm were torn out and hacked into pieces. 
The inside of the distillery was covered with 
mash which had run from the tubs as they 
were knocked to pieces. The stream of water 
which tlowed upon the heater was still run- 
ning down through a small trough made ofa 
succession of pine poles with trenches hewn 
in them. Atter making a survey of the 
wreck left by the raiders, I returned 
to the house and had a conversation with 
Mrs. Hicks, with Walter Hicksand Miss Jane 
Partee, a step-daughter of Mr. Hicks. The 
statements which were given me _ were 
straightforward and given without reser- 
vation. They impressed me with the 
idea that they were not given with an in- 
tention to deceive and were in perfect accord 
with the information which was secured from 
other sources. had previously talked 
talked with officials in Atlanta who were in 
position to know the faets, and it is fair to 
say that the statement which is given below 
is a correct and substantially accurate one: 


I came

About three weeks ago old man Jackson 
Hicks, who was nearly 60 years of age, estab- 
lished his little distillery. He was, however, 
informed on by a young man in the neighbor- 
hood and on Monday evening last Deputy 
Marsha! Bolton, with two men from the in- 
ternal revenue oftice, and one other man from 
some Other source, left the city to take the 
seizure of the distillery and to arrest the 
owner. They reached the distillery about 
midnight and lay in wait until daylight, ex- 
pecting that they could capture the men in 
the still at work if they waited until day. 
About sun-up Mr, Hicks went down to the 
distillery, and the raiding party say 
fired it up. Bolton was, however, 
not content to catch one bird, but 
restrained the men in the hope that a second 
man would come to the still and commence 
work. While they were waiting it is said that 
ilLey were discovered by a dog who set up a 
furious barking, which alarmed Hicks, who 
left the still and returned to the house. This 
isthe statement that the raiders make, but 
they will go no further in giving the details, 
soltor’s party followed the old man to the 
house, and when they reached the garden one 
of the men was sent around the garden to 
‘head him off.” The old man was standing 
near the house when the raiders appeared at 
the corner of the garden. The sworn evi- 
dence is that they did not speak. The old 
nfan walked on in advance of them until he 
had turned the corner of the house and was 
about to enter the kitchen door when the fir- 
ing commenced. The evidence is that the old 
man was unarmed and offering no resistance. 
The raiders fired several shous, the lastof which 
took effect in the breast, and the old man sank 
upon the ground. They then turned their 
attention to a half-witted boy who was near 
the stable and who, seeing the fracas, was 
throwing rocks at the crowd. Several shots 
were fired at him, one of which struck one of 
the legs of his trousers. When the firing at 
him commenced he threw up his hands and 
said that he wouldsurrender. He wascaught 
antl brought tothe spot where his father lay 
and after taking a survey of the prostrate 
man, the party, including the buy. took up 
the line of march toward Norcross. 
where they took the train for At- 
lanta. They stopped at the _ distillery 
long enough to demolish it. The old man 
was lett on the ground and was picked up by 
his wife and daughter and carried into the 
kitchen, from which place he was carried into 
the dwelling house, where he soon died. 
When he was shot down his wife was standing 
at his side begging the officers to quit shooting, 
as no resistance was being made and no effort 
at escape Was contemplated. & 

Tuesday afternoon an inquest was held and 
every particle of evidence which could be ob- 
tained wus secured. The inquest was con- 
ducted under special instructions of Solicitor- 
General Mitchell, and the evidence is all in 
good shape and duly signed and filed. The 
first witness who testified was Mrs. Magearet 
J. Hicks, who gave an account of the jnci- 
dents of the killing as follows: 

I am the wife of the deceased. 1 
of the shooting was when I was Se anes ae 
paring for breakfast. I heard a shot and ran out of 
the house into the yard, and Mr. Hicks was coming 
towerds me. He walked a few steps further and a 
pistol was fired athim. He then walked a ste or 
two further and fell. I told them not to shoot bien 
as he was not gots to run. Itold them 
had killed my husband, They shot at Walter, too 
my stepson. | ordered them to quit shooting; that 
he would surrender. They kept shooting. They 
made no halt. They ranand canght Walter. The

shooting was with a | opeex and not with a gun. 7. 
had pistols an all fired. I live in 
Gwinnett courty. The shooting took place at my 
house March 14th, about sun-up or a little before 
There were four or five of them—not less than 
four. I did not hear my husband speak to them. 
He has no firearms and had none this morning. 
There were none on the place. They did not 
speak to but only shotat him. I had got u and 
was getting breakfast when he came around the 
house. It waslight enough to see them. I was 
frightened too bad to have scrutinized them closely. 
There was one little fellow—a little size larger than 
C. H. Brand. He waslow. He came and looked 
over at Mr. Hicks when he was shot. I ‘Suppose 
my husbend went out to feed. Don’t know 
where he came from, but I_ reckon 
he had been to feed. Mr. Hicks and my stepson of- 
fered them no resistance. Mr. Hicks had not been 
out more than 15 or 20 minutes before they attacked 
him. There was one tall man of dark skin and big 
cheeks, and he was the man thatshot my husband. 
I am sure heis the man that shot Mr. Hicks. Wal- 
ter ran after Mr. Hicks was shot down, and not be- 
fore. They shotat him allthe time with pistols. 
I heard the first shot I ran out of the house into the 
yard. Theshot that killed was fired after I got out. 
He walked a few steps further before he fell. | 
heard the bullets. I was about two feet from him 
when he was shot down. The man that shot and 
killed Mr. Hicks was eighteen or twenty feet from 
him. He fell about four feet from where he was 
standing and feli towards the man that shot him. 
He was walking in the direction of the man that 
shothim. He was not running, but was in a slow 
waik. The tall dark man was the man that shot 
him. Idonot know the parties by name. They 
did notsay anything tome. 1don’t know whether 
they hit Walter or not. They shot at him with all 
vengeance to kill bim. They carried him off and 
did not let him come back atall. They were shoot- 
ing at him before he began to run. He was going 
tu feed the horse and had the feed in his hands. No 
one but my daughter Jane was present at the time. 
I don’t know who Mr. Hick’s parents were by name. 
John Coley and Jerry Hicks were his brothers; Mr. 

licks was about 56 or 57 years. Mr. L. B. Luther 
and J. P. Bird are our nearest  neigh- 
bors. I saw my husband killed. Me and 
my daughter picked him up in the yard and put 
him in the kitchen and my son John Osborne and 
Masons lvey carried him from the kitchen and put 
hina on the bed in the big house. He died in about 
ten minutes after he fell. He did not speak a word. 
Ue died on the bed. Ihadnoidea who the men 
were, nor what their business was, Besides the 
low chunky fellow and the tall one that killed 
Mr. Hicks; the others werea little smaller than the 
tallone. He noticed nothing after hefell. Noone 
of the men opened his inouth. He fel] sorter on his 
side, and when he fell, this little, low fair-skinned 
man, stepped around him. It was on the l4th day 
of March, aboutsun up. The tall one had whis- 
kersontbechin, Think I would know them were 
[to see them, butam a little uncertain. Walter 
was about sixteen. 

Jane Partee, a daughter of Mr. Hicks, who 
was in the smokehouse when the fatal shot 
was fired, testified at the coroner's inquest as 
follows: 

When it took place I was in the smokehouse and 
pa was atthe ash-hopper. This dark-skinned man 
ran up at the back of the garden and went up to pa 
while he wasat the hopper and walked around 
from him towards the far kitchen door and _ before 
[ could get out of the smokehouse to that door he 
was shot down. The dark skin fellow began to 
load his pistoland I thought they would get ma 
too. Isaw them shooting at Walter. He hollered 
to them that he would give’ up. They 
kept shooting. I and ma brought him 
(meaning Mr. Hicks in the kitchen and 
laid him on the floor. Our house is in Gwinnett 
county. It oceurred March l4th,- 1882, just about 
sunup. Tnere were about five of them. After he 
was shot down one low fellow, looked at him in the 
face. I did not see the man that shot him nor 
where heshot him. Ihearda shot while | was in 
the smokehouse. I don’t know the parties. Think 
I would know the dark skin fellow with whiskers 
on tne chin. He never said a word (i. e. dark skiu 
fellow). Never said halt oranything. All gotina 
huddle where pa fell, and the little fellow walked 
around him. I saw their pistols. Two came 
up on one side and two or _ three n 
the other side of the house. Walter had a 
pan of meal in his hands when they hollered ‘‘halt’’ 
athim, and he putit down at the edge of the cot- 
ton patch when they hollered. He had started tu 
feed the mare. Walter did not start to run before 
they shot at him. The little fellow was clean 
shaved, fair skin, light hair, had on striped looking 
clothes; all the rest had dark looking clothes. Wal- 
ter offered no resistauce; neither did pa, He had 
no guu or pistol on the place. When meand ma 
started in the house they went off. None of us 
knew the officers were in thecountry. They never 
hollored stop to pa. Walter Was in 
the cotton patch when he (father) was shot 
down. ‘They hit Walter on the head with their fist 
every once ina while as they took him off. Mr. 
Hicks was my stepfather. Don’t know his father 
and mother. Messrs. Feller and Bird are our near- 
est neighbors. My father never said «a word to 
them. Hedid not say a word after he was shot. 
The smoke house is north from the big house. 
The ash hopper is a little east of the big house. The 
kitchen dour where i found pa dying is southeast 
from the smokehouse. The kitchen is between 
this door and the smokehouse, but I can see 
through the dvors tohere he was lying from the 
smoke house. I could see the ash hopper from the 
smoke house. Marcuslvyy and. brother John Os- 
borne helped to put paon the bed when they took 
him from the kitchen. He lived about 12 or 13 
minutes after he was shot. 

Marcus Ivey testified to living near Hicks 
and to hearing the pistol shots and hearing 
the screams of the women. He saw the smoke 
and heard the men cursing Walter Hicks. He 
went down to the house and assisted John 
Osborne in placing the old man on the bed. 

P. B. Massey testified as follows: 

I know Walter Hicks. About an hour by sun 
this mornirg, March l4th, 1 saw four men with 
Walter about a mile andaquarter from Mr. Hicks’s. 
One of them had Walter by the arm, and he (not 
Waiter) had a big pistol is his hana as they passed 
me. I wasin the field at work. We ‘thowdied,”’ 
and I said, ‘‘you have been getting them have you””’ 
and they said ‘‘yes,’’ and passed on. All were 
dressed in dark clothes exceptone, who had on light 
colored clothes—a little fair skin, chunky fellow, 
about five feethigh. 1 have heard this read and it 
is correct. 

Dr. J. W. Riley made the post mortem ex- 
amination which showed that the ball enter- 
ed the chest on the right about one and one- 
quarter inches to the lett of the right nipple 
and about half aninch above it. It ranged 
downward and wascut out on the left side 
two inches above the crest of the left illium. 
and three inches to the left of the spinal col- 
umn. . 

The verdict of the jury was made as fol- 
lows: 

GEORGIA, Gwinnett County, March 14 —We, the 
caroner’s jury, this day summoned by Fleming J. 
Peters, coroner of said county, to hold an inquest 
on the body of J. J. Hicks, now lying dead before 
us, having carefully inquired into the cause of the 
death of the said J. J. Hicks, Dr. Riley making the 
post mortem examination in our presence, from the 
evidence adduced before us, we come to the decision 
thatthesaid J.J. Hicks came to his death from the ef- 
fects ofa pistol-shot wound inflicted on him (the said 
bf ye on the 14th day of March, 1882, by one 
Robert Boiton, as principal and Brentlen Freelan 
and other unknown parties as aecessories. 

ALSTON MARTIN, Foreman. 

The evidence which I give above is an ac- 
curate copy of the sworn testimony filed with 
Solicitor-General Mitchell. 

_Mrs. Hicks said to me in answer to a ques- 
tion: 

‘Mr. Hicks was a member of the Oldside 
Baptist church, and was buried yesterday at 
Friendship meeting house.”’ 

‘How long since you were married?” 

‘““Wewere married about twelve years ago.”’ 

‘‘How many children are there?” 
ee are two sets of children—eleven in 
ali. 

‘‘Were there really no firearms on the 
place?’ 

“No. Never since we have been married 
has Mr. Hicks had a gun or pistol in the 
house except when it would be brought there 
by some of the children or neighbors.” 

‘Was he making any resistance at all?” 

“No; I was standing within two feet of him 
when he was shot down, and he was not mak- 
ing the slightest resistance. He had told me 
that if the revenue officersattempted to arrest 
him he would make no resistance. I can’t 
see why it was necessary for fourarmed men 
to shoot down that old man who was offering 
no resistance, was unarmed and was not mak- 
ing an effort to escape.” 

The trial, which is to occur Monday in At- 
lanta, will probably result in placing the mat- 
ter in the United States courts. Solicitor- 
General Mitchell is anxious to prosecute the 
case, and says that he will do so in the United 


States courts if directed to do so by the gov- , 


ernor. The people of Gwinnett county are 
worked up to a high pitch of excitement, and 
the feeling against the revenue officers is very 
strong.

AN INTERESTING TOPIC OF INDUS- 
TRY CONTINUED. 


The Special Qualifications of Women for Many Grades 
of Employment—A Tour Through the Georgia 
Spico Mills—Behind Rich’s Counters—At 
the Case—Coat and Vest Makers. 


To-day another instalment of interviews, 
showing the field, quality, quantity, and op- 
portunity of and for women’s work in Atlanta 
is given in accordance with the scheme of 
Tue Constitution to show just what the facts 


are: 


At the Georgia Spice Milla 

‘You see their fingers are smaller and more 
deft than those of men,” remarked Captain J. 
F. Burke, as he led the reporter around 
through the maze of boxes standing ready for 
shipment. ‘They can take these small cans 
and boxes and label them with a dexterity to 
which a clumsy fingered man can never 
aspire.” 

HOW THEY ARE EMPLOYED. 

In the room some eight or ten women were 
busily at work filling the various boxes with 
spices, bottling the essences, and labelling 
chem for shipment.. Their work seemed to 
be light, and from their faces it would be in- 
ferred that they were contented and happy. 

“In my line of business,’ resumed the cap- 
tain, ‘“‘there is a great deal of nice measuring, 
and the packages being small, that care in 
little things acquired by girls at home is a 
great advantage.”’ 

A FALSE CHIVALRY NOTICED. 

“How do you regard the employment of 
female labor?’ 

“T regard it as one of the great necessities 
of the south. The idea that women are sim- 
ply drones in vhe hives of industry must give 
way toa more healthy sentiment. It is a 
false chivalry which condemns women to a 
state of helpless dependence upon relatives, 
leading her to abject misery in pauperism 
when, by the death of friends, she is left to 
manage for herself. What would you think, 
furinstance, of.two business partners—one 
of whom should master and control all the 
details of the trade, while the other should 
be kept in complete ignorance of the man- 
agement? Yetthat is the case where the 
wife is treated as a mere parlor ornament, 
and all the knowledge is monopolized by the 
husband.’’ 

“I WANT A HUSBAND.” 

“Does work interfere with 
chances for matrimony ?”’ 

‘‘My observation is that it rather increases 
such chances. ‘They can dress better than 
their companions who do not work. Often 
without education: or very limited, they can- 
not hope to form matches on the score of ac- 
complishments. At work here they are thrown 
in contact of men in their own sphere in life. 
They can be helpful to one another. A young 
man, in marrying a girl who knows how to 
work, does not add to his burdens. Several 
marriages have taken placeout of my estab- 
lishment, and the matches were as good as 
the girls should have hoped for at any time.” 

‘How do you pay them?” 

‘*From $2 50 to $4 per week.

menced to abuse the south for buying ’em. 
Like the fellow who took the temperance 
fever and sold off his whiskies to a less con- 
scious nabor and then joined the good tem- 
plars, and then went over and lectured the 
man he sold to for pursuing such an ungodly 
calling. Well, they kept pegging away at 
slavery until they abolished it and hugged up 
the poor nigger to their bosoms, and-cried over 
him and called ’em the wards of the nation. 
Charles Sumner and his followers went fur-

You see we want to keep 
the relation between the white folks and the 
niggers all pleasant and serene as long as we 
have to live together, and so they must do as 
we do, for the white race is the only race 
fit to vote and = govern this  coun- 
try which we can prove 
by Mr. Lincoln and these senators, It isa 
good thing for a people to be homogenous, not 
only in race and color but also in politics and 
religion, for they pull together better in har- 
ness, and so the negro must conform to our 
ways and principles or go up north and con- 
form to the other side. Wedon’t attach any 
importance to the little sprinkling of repub- 
licans scattered over this part of the moral 
vinyard, for they are only here to amuse us 
and give the editors something to write about, 
and they do no harm that I know of; and as 
for the coalition of the independents and rad- 
icals and darkeys, it is about played out al- 
ready and gone into bankruptcy,and a receiver 
would be appointed if there was anything 
left to receive.

We raised em and raised their fathers and 
mothers and if we don’t know how to man- 
age em nobody does. Some of em are right 
smart and take on considerable schooling. 
but that don’t prove anything, for I saw an 
educated hog a few years ago that could 
play cards with his nose and tell the time 
of day on a watch, but that don’t prove 
that we ought io educate hogs and send em 
to college. The masses of the negro race are 
never so happy as when in the cornfield or 
the cotton patch and being dependent upon 
the white man for protection and advice.

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| hundreds and to fear neither God, man nor 
devil, Their stills are supposed to be grand 
affairs, capable of pouring out spirits by the 
hundred gallons. 

Jackson Hicks was a ‘“‘moonshiner;”’ but he 
was not so dangerous a character as has been 
outlined. He was neither stalwart, |desper- 
ate, armed to the teeth, nor banded with any- 
one; nor did he own an immense still, nor 
was he fearless. 

He was bent and bowed with nearly 60 years 
of grinding toil; he was a mild and inoffen- 
sive man. The still which he had sat up was 
by no means so large as a household wash 
boiler, and he had had no firearms in his 
house, nor had he carried any for twelve 
years.

“A TALLAHASSEE GIRL,’’ 

Mr. Osgood, of Boston, seems determined

At tirst glance it would seem that no one but 
a southerner could give us so genuine a pic- 
ture of a very familiar phase of southern soci- 
ety—catching and holding the thousand and 
one delicate lights and shadows and the sub- 
thereof; but there are such

author may turn out to be a northerner of 
weuk lungs, strong brains and genial mind. 
In any event, let us do justice to what is be- 
fore us and be thankful for it. Let us say, 
to begin with, that ‘‘A Tallahassee Girl’ 
should take its place at the head of the Round-

As a sketch, using the word to describe the 
scope and intent of the book, it is almosta 
perfect piece of work—light, airy. graceful, 
tremulous, tender, sympathetic, genuine and 
impartial.’ There are signs here and there of 
either caprice or indetermination in describing 
an unhappy epoch; sudden unexplainable 
swoops from the highest interest to the drear- 
iest levelsof inconsequence; a vague tendency 
to linger upon the verge of the romantic, and 
to daily with that which has been the bane of 
literary etfort in the south. But for these 
the little book would be as perfect as its 
purpose permits; and even as it is, it is orig- 
inal enough te be compared with some of Mr. 
Cable’s lightef work. About one-third of the 
hook is given over to descriptions of the pe- 
culiar scenery in the neighborhood of Talla- 
hassee, and these descriptions are masterly— 
quite the best things of their kind to be found 
in modern. American literature, being 
marked by true feminine fervor and attention 
to detail, qualities that are easily made poetic. 
The character-sketching is a trifle dis- 
appointing—owing partly to the high antici- 
pations developed as the book proceeds, and 
partly to the elusive nature of some of the 
more characteristic traits that distinguished 
the aristocracy of the old plantation. 

There is a distinct and, considering all the 
circumstances, a curious attempt on the part 
of the author to avoid touching the cracker 
and negro characters. The attempt is not 
successful, and one or two crackers are rough- 
ly but cleverly portrayed, andthe dialect is 
handled with considerable skill. The negro 
is employed with less success, the dialect be- 
ing given in a slipshod style wholly inexcusa- 
ble. There is an attempt, as we have said, to 
avoid the colored man and brother, and yet, 
strangely enough, the one stroke of undoubted 
genius in the book is contained in the chapter 
entitled ‘‘Mr. Jumas’s House.”’ 

Mr. Jumas is a colored man, who lives with 
his wife and daughter somewhere in the 
midst of the great Wakulla swamp, and 
who rescues a newspaper man 
named Cauthorne from starvation. Cauthorne 
-is the correspondent of a New York neWs- 
paper who has endeavored to unravel the 
mystery of the alleged Wakulla volcano. He 
is deserted by bis guide, wanders hopelessly 
about, and is finally rescued by Mr. Jumas 
and his family, who nurse him back to life. 
The dialect employed is abominable, but the 
negro character in this particular conjuncture 
—that is to say, in itsrelations to the sick and 
helpless white man—is painted with a deli- 
cacy and skill rarely seen. Perhaps the most 
suggestive thing in connection with this is 
the fact that the author fails to explain that 
the negro’s real name is Dumas, 

Anoiher stroke of genius is the contrast be- 
tween a company of northern excursionists 
and the aristocratic element of the old south. 
It is certainly the result of an inspiration to 
place a bevy of northern blondes ( wide-eyed, 
full-voiced, strong, persistent and enterpris- 
ing) in a dozen livery hacks, and set them to 
moving gaily athwart the wrecked civiliza- 
tion of the past, behind which fair young 
women and broken-hearted matrons were 
weeping. 

In addition to all this, the book has its lo- 
cal, its commercial and its personal bearings. 
It contains a reasonably fair advertisement of 
Thomasville; it brings the advantages of Tal- 
lahassee in direct contrast with those of Jack- 
sonville, and it alludes, with blunt familiari- 
ty, to Editor Dyke, of the Tallahassee Flor- 
idian. Butit omits to mention Editor Trip- 
lett, of the Thomasyille Times, or Editor 
Hansell, of the Enterprise. In spite of these 
omissions, however, the story has an interest 
and a flavor peculiarly its own. It is a book 
that suggests large possibilities for the future 
if it be the first venture of the author.

Representative Southern Interviews—The Recollec- 
tions and Penances of the Great War. 
Correspondence of the Enquirer. 

NEW ORLEANS, February, 1882.—In my travels 
through the Gulf country I metaninteresting man,

Mr. Davis was a 
man out of health, a confirmed dyspeptic, and of 
course he was morose, prejudiced and sour with all 
whocrossed him. Mr.Stepheus never was anything 
butan invalid. I remember saying in my disgust 
at their selection that the only thing which pre- 
vented a revolution at Montgomery was the want of 
paying-stones in the streets. Howell Cobb should 
have been the president of the confederacy, and he 
expected to be selected, but his experience as 
speaker of congress at Washington led the South 
Carolina delegation, headed by Lawrence M. Keitt, 
to choose him for president of the convention at 
Opelika, where they met Mr. Cobb, both delegations 
being there, en route to the opening of the conven- 
tion at Montgomery. Mr. Cobb said to me at the 
time: ‘This unfortunate choice will prevent me 
being the executive magistrate of the confederacy.’ 
So he presided over the convention, and Davis was 
elected to bethe president, chiefly because he had 
been a union man.’’ 

‘Why were union men ata preminm’”’ 

‘‘Because Of the fierce resistance to secession in 
all parts of the confederacy, but espectally in Geor- 
gia, Tennessee, North Carolina and Virginia. Sey- 
eral of the large states were so reluctant to leave 
the union thatafter they had been crowded into 
seceding they sent their old union conservative 
men to the provisional convention at Montgomery. 
For that reason two union men, Davis and Stephens, 
were made the two chief exccutives over the two 
other expectants, Cobb and Toombs. Mr. Davis, 
during the presidential campaign of 1860, had made 
aspeech at Portland, Maine, and another on the 
way, warmly praising the union. This was remem- 
bered in his favor as against the aggressive record 
of Toombs for secession. But Stephens and Davis 
were not to agree inanyevent. Stephens never 
had the least interest or confidence in the confed- 
erate cause. He ~~ a by objecting, and the breach 
between him and Davis widened every day. Yet 
he continues to be, in many respects, the most pop- 
ular man in Georgia.’’ 

“Suppose Toombs had been the confederate 
president, would he have been a tailure?”’ 

“It would have been a six months’ war. He 
would have been either mashed all to pieces in a 
few months or would have invaded the north 
after the first shock of armsat Bull Run I said to 
Mr. Toombs once that he ought to have died at the 
battle of Sharpsburg, where he held the heights of 
the Antietem against Burnside with such gallantry 
that Lee complimented him in the militarv orders. 
Since that day Toombs has shattered his splendid 
mind by dissipation and asperity till he survives a 
melancholy wreck of a once noble galaxy.’’ 

‘“‘In what was Howell Cobb superior to Jefferson 
Davis?"’ 

“In health, temperament, temper and brain Mr. 

vis was a master of details only, and wore him- 
self out superintending trifies, fretting with passin 
enemies and mary wp theoretical messages an 
papers. He never had the large, solid brain to re- 
solve the wants ofa broad nation which had with 
reluctance out of a larger one—to take a crit- 
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ut fearing the worst. 

ublic man Georgia ever had, not excepting Wil- 
iam H. Crawford, who lacked the refinement of 
mind and feeling of Howell Cobb. Crawford wasa 
strong but a coarse man.,’’ 

I asked Mr. Lamar what had become of the South 
Carolina leaders who worked up secession, naming 
rickens, Hammond, Chesrut, and others. 

‘*There are but two of them living, Wm. Porcher 
Miles and Keitt. Chesnut was aman of little abil- 
ity; the same may be said of Governer Pickens. 
Wade Hampton wasa good military officer, but is a 
feather-weight iu civil questions. Hammond was 
aman of mental power, with acquirements, will, 
and force, but he had no love of the multitude and 
rathcr despised them.”’ 

‘Is uot Senator Butler, of South Carolina, some- 
thing of a man”*’ 

“Very much of aman. He was a manof very 
violent passions, and of such intense exasperation 
when insulted that if he had killed Conkling in 
the senate when they came into a collision there 
it would not have surprised meatall. But his con- 
trol over himself, his amicable. and, indeed, popu- 
lar relations with many of the leading republ'cans, 
and the extension of his influence by both discre- 
tion and candor are gratifying surprises. We are 
very weak asa party in leaders, and Butler is one 
of the men who has developed into a thinking, 
leading mind.’’ 

‘*‘Was the confederate congress at Montgomery a 
body of some ability?’ 

“It had some very able menin it. Mr. Cobb had 
filled the largest position in the federal govern. 
ment. Hr. Hunter, of Virginia, was init; itcom- 
prised the ability the secretary of state had sent to 
Washington for years. Une of the most remarkable 
men init was ex-Senator Foote, of Mississippi, a 
person of remarkabie acquirementsand gifts of 
mind and speech, but constitutionally false to 
every movement he would connect himself with—a 
Jesuit, a caviler,a marplot, blending the features 
of lago and Macchiavelli.’’ 

“Which states of the south have recovered most 
fully from the war?’’ 

‘‘Georgia has pulled ahead the best. Probably 
Mississippi next. Virginia ought to have a fine 
future. Texas I have buta slight knowledge of.’’ 

“Who was the most useful man in the Confeder- 
ate enbinet’”’ 

‘*‘Renzan, of Texas, was the hardes!-worked man 
in the Confederate executive government. He is 
not a man of genius, but of unwearied labor and 
pains. Mr. Davis was aman also patient of details, 
and though I have no reason to feel any gratitude 
for him—far otherwise—yet I do not lift my voice 
tocondemn him. He was not put there by the peo- 
ple and I know-he acted upto his unfcrtunate ca- 
pacities faithfully.”’ 

“What kind of men are Brown, Hill and the 
Georgia delegation?’ 

‘‘Brown is probably the shrewdest man of the 
presentday in the south. He possesses marvelous 
sense of prophesy or foresight—to know how any- 
thing is coming out years hence. He has been the 
leading character of Georgia to carry on her affairs 
since he came into public life twenty-eight years 
ago. Hehas watched hisown interests well, but 
has been also taithful to those of Georgia. I do 
not take issue with him about opposing the confed- 
erate conscription acts: they did us more harm 
than good. They disciplined our volunteers to the 
spiritless machines who fought the first two years 
of the war so grandly. Brown properly opposed 
the pro-federal acts of Mr. Davis’s government, too. 
We seceded for violated state rights and federal op- 
pression, and the Richmond government soon be- 
gan the same things. Brown was faithful to the 
idea we embarked upon, and he has always drawn 
his inspiration from that mountain race he sprang 
among, in the upper parts of Georgia and Carolina. 
He has always been strong there. Not admiring 
many features of his mind, I concede his hard- 
brain, practical faculties and political acumen. He 
is the head of the democratic party in Georgia to- 
day, and I think it has been assented to, unpalata- 
ble as some of her apparent aberrations and amai- 
gamations have been. IHlis courage and pugnacity 
ure matiers of standard information. 

‘Ben Hill is the most intellectual man we have 
in Georgia. His sheer intellectuality, separated 
from any e¢lements of charecter, has sustained him 
for thirty years, though he has been inconstant and 
inconsistent to the last degree. He can speak so 
elegantly and tuently and shed so much light and 
illustration upon any given issue On little or no 
preparation that he has made a great impression 
on thousands of our 4seorgia people, who pay no 
heed to his tergiversation and want of personal re- 
ality, in admiration of his intellectual temper and 
brightness. Mr. Stephens appeals to the people of 
Georgia as an ideaiistand optimist, one who is a 
scholar and patriot, with mettle to resent an indig- 
nity, but a rather blameless life and conscience yoid 
of office. He responds to good treatment so equally 
fhat he has lost his political power to offense 
either faction in Georgia, letting the battle of 
ambition go by him because both factions entreat 
him kindly. He is a quality in Georgia rather than 
a force—the ‘Hamlet’ of the state, Toombs was the 
lfercules of Georgia, the prodigal son of the com- 
monwealth, till his splendid gifts were lost in ee- 
centricity and buffoonery, and yet there are feat- 
ures in him which are pleasantand pathetic even 
now, as he plays the Satyr in the ruins of Hyperion. 
His fondness for Aleck stephens, for instance, is 
like the love of Jonathan for David. He has thrown 
himself outside of all political elements in Georgia, 
and seems not to know bis own relations to these 
times. He and Brown were long friendly, till they 
nearly had a duel,’’ 

“Is Longstreet a man of ability ’’’ 

“No, a rather loggy, dull memberof a generally 
clever family. His military reputation was made 
by his soldiers.’’ 

To the above fragments of conversation I add a 
few from Mr. Evan Howell, of Atlanta. 

‘Will the state of Georgia put forth a democratic 
protectionist delegation at the next national con- 
vention ’?”’ 

‘‘No, I don’t believe it will. Really the tariff 
makes no great showing in Georgia either way. It 
has not been discussed among the people with any 
interesttothem. In our effort to pick ourselves up 
and put ourselves together, we have not yet reached 
the tariffissue, but 1 do not think we are going to 
take any decided stand for or against it very soon. 
The position of the democratic party is rather 
against excessive tariff.”’ 

“Will the present independent movement in 
Georgia amount to anything?” 

“No, becanse itis not based on any living issue 
or want, but on ambitious discontent. Governor 
Brown is more progressive and liberal than anv of 
these bolters. Georgia would be glad to see a di- 
vision of parties, which would also permanently 
divide the two sections, butit is not worth while to 
throw away the present sound influence of the 
siate for a guerrilla division, which will demora)- 
ize our people and lose in the respect of friends and 
enemies. 

“Do you have any rezret for slavery : 

“Notou the white man’s acconnt. It had its 
domestic pleasures, and in some respects was wel! 
adapted for this section, but the less of it has been 
the making of the white race wherever they have 
gone to work heartily. Yet the negroes, as an aver- 
age, have not improved under freedom as was ex- 
pected. There istime yet, however, for more sat- 
isfactory results. I may ssy.in gemeral, that aris- 
tocratic communities in the south, like the coast 
parts of South Carolina and the first families of 
Virginia, have not recuperated like the poor white 
race in upper Carolina and Georgja.”’ 

“ “Could the south have succeeded in the rebel- 
10n?"’ 

‘Not after the first six months. Had our confi- 
dent and impetuous troops been marched into the 
north and west while they were in the first flush of 
success we might possibly have succeeded: but the 
moment they began to take months to drill the 
young soldiery of the south they took the fire out 
of them, and the conscription system was needless 
cruelty and suspense. Our political authorities 
over the confederacy were dead failures *’ 

“In the lightof events, what Georgian of the 
period of secession stands best acquitted ’"’ 

“I thing Hersche V.Johnson. He is a true pa- 
triot, and told the people fearlessly what was to 
come. His son has recently been a United States 
official at Savannah.”’ GATH,

MR. LEVI K. FULLER GIVES THE 
CONSTITUTION AN INTERVIEW; 
In Which He Talks of the Concord of Sweet Sounds— 
An Interesting Talk on the Science of Music 
and the Way in Which Perfection is At. 

tained in Manufacturing Reed Organs. 


‘That is the foremost man in the world in 
his department,”’ s iid a gentleman toa Con- 
sTiruTioN man the other day, pointing toa 
passer-by. 

There was little in his looks to show that 
he was distinguished at figst glance. An un- 
usually high forehead, a pale, studious face, 
the shy,modest manner that is peculiar to the 
recluse—these were lis characteristics, A 
closer inspection showed that there was un- 
usual strength in, his face and that the lines 
eut in it by unremitting work showed charac- 
ter and restless energy. 

“What is his department?’ we asked. 

‘Acoustics,’ wasthe reply. ‘‘He isin prac- 
Hemholz is in theory. He is to 
this great master of acoustics

“Who is he?” ; 

“He is Levi Kk. Fuller, a son-in-law of Mr. 
Estey, the great organ maker, and a member 
of the firm and superintendent of the works.”’ 

‘What is-his history?” 

“He was a telegraph operator when a boy. 
He became a machinist and soon had’ a shop 
of his own, in which he was making money. 

In 1866 he had attracted the attention of Mr. 
Jacob Estey, and had so won his confidence 
that he made him a partnerin his firm, and 
put him in charge of his immense works. He 
shortly afterward married Mr. Estey’s daugh- 
ter. Tohim more than any living man is 
due the progress made by this country 
in acoustics, and his special 
skill supplementing ir. kistey’s 
business sagacitv has made the Estey organ 
whatitis. He has taken out in the past fif- 
teen years more than twenty-five patents con- 
nected with acoustics, and, as lL said, isthe best 
authority, and, in fact, the only absolute au- 
thority on all subjects relating to tone and 
acoustics in America. He has traveled over 
Europe, has studied in almost every country 
on either side of the water, and his unusual 
excellence is due to the fact that he had de- 
voted his entire life with the enthusiasm of a 
lover and the methods of a student to this 
one subject.” ‘ 
A TALK WITH MR. FULLER. 

Shortly afterwards we tell in with Mr. Ful- 
ler and had a most interesting talk with him 
concerning his proiession, the main points 
of which we reproduce. 
~The producing and reculating of tone,’’ 
said Mr. Fuller, **has come to be the most 
exact of sciences. In nothing has there been 
so much progress of late years. Of course 
the element’! principles on which the reed 
may be made to speak have been established 
for centuries, but the shaping or voicing of 
the reed, the making of such 
modifications as will lmiitate or sug- 
gest other sounds and the massing of tones in- 
toagrand and perfect hbarmony—ali this ts of 
late growth. I don’t mean to say that all in- 
getruments are made now by the most exact 
methods. There are thousands of organs and 
pianos that are turned out from factories 
whenever they will make a musical sound, 
but the best makes, such as Steinway among 
pianos, and if you will pardon me, Estey 
among organs, never send out an instrument 
except it is constructed on the most inexor- 
able scientific principles and capable of pro- 
ducing the most perfect tone. 

“To what exactness has the length of reeds 
for instance been brought?” 

“Well, we have graduated the length of the 
reed in an organ to the ten-thousandth part 
ofaninch. But thisisa mere technical de- 
tail. We must consider besides this the den- 
sity of material, the shape of the throat from 
which the voice is forced, the exact curvature 
and size and shape of the lips placed above 
the throat of the reed. You must remember 
that the reed of the organ’ corresponds 
exactly to the throat of the hnu- 
man being, the cap that we 
put on the reed corresponds to the mouth of 
the human being. This is the basis from 
which we work and on which &ll our modifi- 
cations are made.”’ 

“You can then make an organ to produce 
precisely the result that you wish?” 

“Hardly. Of course, we canif we would 
let an ordinary man judge of the result. For 
example, we can make fifty organs and sub- 
mit them to fifty men, and probably not a 
man would discover the slightest difference 
in the tonesof either, but with an expert it 
would be different. It is possible to 
take two reeds of precisely the same length, 
and breadth, and thickness, and density, put 
them in exactly the same combination and 
they will speak in different tones. One will 
be a perfect tone such as was calculated on 
from the estimate on which the reed was 
fashioned, the other will lack something in 
fullness, richness and delicacy. Why this is 
we cannot understand. It is some inherent 
quality in the matter of the reed that we can- 
not understand or catch, Just as you may 
take a woman with exactly the same throat, 
mouth, and lips of Patti, and yet she would 
be unable to produce the same divine notes. 
She might have the same lung power, the 
same intelligence and yet she couid not du- 
plicate the Diva’s notes. So, too, with or- 
gans. We sometimes find one that is faulty 
and after taking it to pieces and comparing 
every part fail to 


what 


nd what the matter is.” 
“What do you do with suck an organ?’ 
“We treat it as they did heretics in the 
dark ages—we burn it.” 
‘Why do you do this?” 
“Simply to protect our trade mark. Some 
ears ago we discovered that our workmen 
would take parts of condemned organs from 
the waste shop and fit them together and sel! 
them as Estey organs. To prevent the possi- 
bility of this in the future we have ordered 
that every piece of a condemned instrument 
should be burned in the presence of the super- 
intendent of the shop in which it is con 
demned.”’ 
“T should think that nobody would buy an 
instrument that was made of faulty parts.”’ 
“On the contrary, a slight discord often adds 
to the apparent brilliancy of tone. To the un- 
educated ear a slight departure from the exact 
tone sometimes gives an effect of spirit and 
brilliancy, so that it is easy to deceive the 
general buyer. Aftera while this defect in 
the harmony destroys the enjoyment of the 
hearer and what appeared to be brilliant at 
firstisthenintolerable. There are many in- 
struments that are made to catch the public 
ear by brilliant tone to the sacritice of correct 
principles of acoustics and harmony. An ex- 
ample of this idea is found in the putting of 
bells and drums and all sorts of — trap 
in organs. This 1s done to catch the 
neral ear and please the possible purchaser 
into buying. But this always defeats itself at 
last. These spirited notes become tiresome 
and the public declines to take further inter- 
estinthem. It has been my ambition al- 
ways to make the Estey organ the result of a 
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gentleman tried it in the presence of a large 
party of experts. He tried other organs and 
at last selected one of another make. The op- 
position which somehow or other had suc- 
ceeded against us was jubilant, and our agent 
was indespair. He telegraphed me and wrote 
me, saying that his trade would be greatly 
injured unless we could send him a better 
organ and one that would force the clergy- 
man’s son to change his verdict. I replied 
that we had given him one of our best instru- 
ments; that all we turned out were 
pa and that no one could be 
setter than another. I suggested that he offer 
to put our organ in the gentleman's parlor 
alongside of the one he had selected, and ask 
for his verdict at the end of a month. I knew 
that the quiet, artistic excellence of our in- 
strument would win after the fi:st impression 
of the other was otf. Because [knew that we 
had mastered the sciencc of acoustics and had 
built our instruments from the best material 
and in accordance with the best rules, aad 
they had the best tone possible, and would 
produce the best final result. This offer 
was made, but the gentleman de- 
clined.” But two weeks afterwards he came 
into our rooms and asked our agent if he 
would allow him to try the Estey organ once 
more, Said he, ‘There are one or two quiet 
notes in it that have haunted me ever since I 
tried it, and that I have failed to find else- 
Where.” Our agent of course gave him this 
permission. He tried the organ carefully, re- 
maining overan hour. In a few days he 
came back with his father, and said: ‘The 
tone of that organ has lingered in .my brain 
since I was here the other day, and I cannot 
get rid of it.’’ He tried it again and con- 
versed earnestly with. his father. They left 
the office and in a few days returned again 
with some friends, and put the Estey to an- 
other test, evidently comparing it by memory 
With the tone of their organ at home. The 
resuit was that in less than a month he bought 
our organ and gave up the other. ThisI con- 
sider the handsomest triumph ever accorded 
no less to the science of acoustics than to the 
Estey organ, and this is what we claim for 
an instrument, that it is built absolutely on 
scientific principles by the best men 
obtainable, and that it ix therefore certair to 
produce the best results. I do not say that 
tine results are not obtainable without this 
because there was a famous piano maker 
whose instruments were never excelled, and 
yet he knew nothing whatever of the laws of 
acoustics. He simply built his pianos and 
they were unrivalled. This was the artistic 
instinct in him that enabled him to get the 
right combination without knowing why he 
vot it or how. But such a thing is very 
rare.”’ 

“Well, why is it thatan Estey organ can- 
not be taken to pieces, its parts absolutely 
duplicated and the -same result reached by 
other makers?” 

“Thatisa very hard thing to do, even if 
we were not protected by dozens of pat- 
ents. Of course the patents prevent exact 
duplication of certain parts. But even if 
this were not true I doubt if it could be done. 
The work is so exact that the hand is too 
clumsy to imitate or the eye too clumsy 
to measure. tor example the 
Steinway piano has been taken 
to pieces by rival makers and its scale upon 
Which the flexibility and correctness of the 
tone depends measured with the utmost accu- 
racy and yet the shrinkage of the iron in cast- 
ing anew plate from these measurements was 
enough to throw the piano out of tone so that 
noone has ever been able to duplicate the 
Steinway scale, It frequently happens that 
our rivals take an Estey organ to. pieces 
and study its parts, and I _ frequent- 
ly mvselt take an organ or a 
piano that 1s noted for some particular bril- 
liancy, and take it to pieces and subject it to 
the most rigid study and measurement, . It is 
my duty to do this, and it is my pleasure. I 
have given my life to the study of acoustics, 
and I neglect no opportunity for discovering 
anything that is new or interesting. We 
have had men to try to duplicate our organs, 
and we have had other companies 
to hire the superintendents of the various de- 
partments of our factories, but we have 
never had any one to succeed, and for the 
simple reason that they take our results and 
work beckwards for the law, while we take 
the laws and build up with mathematical 
certainty to the result. They might as well 
take a dead body and, by tearing it to pieces, 
attempt to rebuild it and give it life, as to 
take an organ, dissect it, and try to put the 
soul of harmony in the reconstructed instru- 
ment. You must commence right, and you 
will get the right result. In one case 
God puts life into the human body, in the 
other science puts the soul into the organ. To 
disregard either of these initial influences is 
to meet failure.’ 

‘Ts the sale of organs increasing rapidly ?”’ 
“Yes, sir; and it will increase with great 
rapidity in the future. There was years ago 
an objection to the organ because of its 
squawking and occasionally harsh notes. It 
Wis little better than an  accor- 
deon, and artistic musiciarfs looked 
down upon it. My theory is that it is the 
ideal musiesl instrument, and it is the ambi- 
tion of my life to make itso. A musical in- 
strument to possess the highest character, and 
be capable of the best effect, must have three 
distinct.capacities: First, the power to sus- 
tain a note for an indefinite time; second, the 
power to start soft and increase the volume of 
sound; third, to start loud and diminish the 
volume of sounds. Now, the piano has 
only one of these requirements. Namely, 
the last. Youcan strike the key of a piano 
and you produce the maximum sound at 
once. It can neither be sustained at its first 
degree of power nor its volume increased; 
you therefore lose the power of either mass- 
ing your harmony or shading it. With an 
organ itis different. You can begin witha 
note as soft us a whisper and 
raise it to any degree of power de- 
sired. You van start with a strong tome and 
sustain it indefinitely, or vou can start with 
a crash of sound and allow it to die as the 
wind dies through the strings of the -Kolian 
harp. With these advantages I claim that 
the organ is the ideal instrument, and I am 
confident that the near future will demon- 
strate its artistic supremacy. Already 
the character of the purcha- 
sers has changed. Formerly we 
could sell only the cheapest sort and to peo- 
ple who bad very little idea of music. Now 
we sell the very finest instruments, rivaling 
the best yaiano in cost, and to the best and 
most artistic people. A few years ago a $70 
organ was about the best that we could sell. 
Now the price of organs will average over 
3100, and it is not uncommon to sell one for 
from 3.50 to $75 They are 
rapidly being introduced as com- 
panions to the piano, furnishing 
a massive orchestral background of a harmo- 
ny, against which the lighter work of the yi- 
ano may be heard to perfection. Some idea 
of the increased use of the best organs may 
be had when I say that the exports of organs 
have increased within the last two years three 
hundred per cent. more than the increase In 
the export of pianes.”’ 

We might fill columns of interesting gossip 
with this most interesting man, but lack the 
space, and will leave the subject now to re- 
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new it at some future time.

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THE NEW BISHOPS. 


WHO WILL PRESIDE OVER THE 
SOUTHERN METHODISTS. 


Speculations and Conjectures as to the Action of the 
General Conference in May-—The Chances of 
Drs. Haygood, Wilson and Granberry for 
the Bishopric—General Interest in It. 
Jacksonville Floridian. 

Who are to be the next bishops of the 


Methodist church? 

Five years ago, Bishop Marvin, after an ex- 
tensive supervisory tour over the vast field of 
Methodist foreign missions went up to make 
his report to the great head of the church, car- 
rying to his last home vniversal love and ad- 
miration fer his great eloquence, his learning 
and his devoted piety. Three years later, 
Bishop Doggett, of Virginia, an accomplished 
pulpit orator, and possibly the ablest reasoner 
of his denomination, with hands full 
of garnered sheaves and his heart fall of 

*peace,, folded his hands and went to 
sleep under Virginia snows; and only 
a few days ago, as it were, Bishop Wightman, 
at Charleston, full of years, of honors, and 
good works, able, kindly and lovable beyond 
degree, the best scholar in his church, went 

to meet his brethren. Death 

-has been busy among the shining lights of 
Methodism. Thrse towering figures have 
“fallen on eternal sleep’’ within half a decade. 
Time and toil too have done their work. Sey- 
eral of the bishops have passed the age and 
state of active service. Bishop Pierce, of 
Georgia, whose eloguence would have en- 
tranced a senate, is practically retired by 
reason of feeble health. Bishop Paine totters 
under the weight of years. Bishop Kava- 
naugh isagedand infirm. There are others 
whose physical vigor is impaired. The college 
of bishops needs recruiting, for the work has 
largely increased with the wonderful growth 
of the church. It is thought that five new 
bishops will be elected at the general confer- 
ence which meets in Nashville on the first 
Wednesday in May next, three to fill the va- 
cancies caused by death, and two to meet the 
requirements of the increase in the members 
and work of the church. At this 
time, therefore, it is a matter of 
general speculation and much interest among 
the Methodists, as to who wil! be elevated to 
these high and responsible  positions—the 
highest in the gift of their church militant. 
The Union has, fora few days past, taken 
pains to watch the drift of theory and con- 
jecture, and this morning presents the result 
of its observatives. 

DR. HAYGOOD’'S CHANCE, 

The most talked-of man for the bishopric 
in the south is Dr. Atticus G. Haygood, presi- 
dent of Emory college, Oxford, Georgia. Dr. 
Haygvod is an aggressive churchman of great 
energy, force, and a remarkable executive 
ability, which has evidenced itself in his 
brilliant management of Emory college. 
He is eloquent and scholarly, wields a 
trenchant pen, has become of late an au- 
thor of repute, and is a leader in his de- 
nomination. His fitness for the bishopric is 
conceded, his merits agreed to by all, and his 
eminent services and good works justify his 
elevation to the college. Will he be made a 
bishop? It would take the general confer- 
ence just five minutes to answer in the affir- 
mative, if there were not one serious objec- 
tion. Emory college is the pride and boast of 
Methodism in three states. Dr. Haygood, by 
personal energy and high ability, has brought 
the institution from mediocrity to a swelling 
state of prosperity and an enviable notoriety. 
If he should be taken from its head to wear 
the gown of a prelate, there does not ap- 
pear in the whole church south a success- 
sor so well qualified to carry en the work of 
education in Georgia, Alabama and Florida. 
It is rumored that Bishop Pierce, the warm 
friend and admirer of Dr. Haygood, will op- 
»08e his election on this ground. Others, 
Sees: think that Dr. Haygooa, as a bish- 
op, could do as much for Emory college in 
the way of supervision, direction and adver- 
tisement as he does now. It is certain that 
upon this issue hangs all the doctor's chances 
for the bishopric. The view of some extrem 
ists, that he has rendered himself unpopular 
by the advanced and very liberal theories 
promulgated in *‘Our Brother in Black,’’ is 
erroneous and puerile. 

DR. A. W. WILSON, 

It is considered almost certain that Dr. Al- 
pheus W. Wilson, of Nashville, will be made 
a bishop. He is secretary of the board of 
foreign missions, and has done valiant service 
in thatcause. He is about forty-five years of 
age, vigorous in mind and body, a very bri!- 
lidht preacher and a most prodigious worker. 
He is a man of unusual moral and 
spiritual force. “His elevation will be the di- 
rect reward of distinguished services and 
eminent abilities which have been freely ded- 
icated to the service of the Master. We have 
yet to find a well informed Methodist who 
doubts his prompt election. 

DR. J. C. GRANBERRY. 

Rev. J. O. Granberry, D. D., professor of po 
litical economy in Vanderbilt university, may 
be set down asastrong probability. He isa 
man of splendid attainments, a fine scholar, a 
scientist of deep research and _ original 
thought, an able logician and one of the most 
advanced thinkers and theologians of his de- 
nomination. Of course his election would 
deprive Vanderbilt university of his valuable 
services, but it is thought there is greater need 
for him in the higher field of work, and he 
will doubtless be chosen. Rey. Thos. O. Som- 
mers, vice chancellor of Vanderbilt, has also 
been spoken of, but it is hardly probabte that 
the church will take two leading men from its 
principal university at once. 

DR. E. R. HENDRICKS. 

It is thought most likely that Dr. E. R. 
Hendricks, of Missouri,will be made a bishop 
On the theory of territorial division, his 
chances are very fair. The M. E. church, 
south, stretches up into I\linois, and has or- 
ganizations as far west and north as Califor- 
nia and Oregon. There are two annaal con- 
ferences in California. Therefore it is 
desirable that the bishop. who must compass 
this vast area, should be chosen with some re- 
ference to geographical position, and Dr. Hen- 
dricks, one of the greatest ornaments and 

rops of the church, will surely be considered 
in this connection. 

OTHER NAMES. 

Rev. R. H. Mahon, — brilliant and pom 
lar paster of the First Murch in Memphis, 
just turned of forty, and universally gifted, 
may be brought into the field. 

Rey. W. H. Potter, of the North Georgia 
conference, a St. Paul sort of a man, fervid 
and zealous, and heroic in his courage, devo- 
tion and piety, may be one of the coming 
men. A better could not be feund. There 
are many Methodists who predict that Dr. 
W. N.-Rush, of Missouri, will be one of the 
five. Beyond these eight, conjecture does not 
erystalize strongly upon any one man. There 
are many other ministers of that faith, strong 
and able and promising men of God, who 
have their friends and well wishers for future 
honors in the church, if the present issue 
should not bring them anything of recogni- 
tion. There isa goodly company of young 
men coming on behind, among whom there 

a future prelate. There 
John Heidt, of the La- 

Grange (Ga.) female college, than whom 
there is no stronger man in Georgia Method- 
ism; there is W. H. LaPrade, at Augusta

The Maguificent Residence Building fer Batchelor 
Tilden. 

Cincinnati Enquirer. 
_ The new house thatSamuel J. Tilden is build- 
ing, on the site of his former home at No. 15 
Gramercy Park, will be one of the costliest prisate 
housesin the city, estimates of the cost ranging 
from $400,000 to $600,000. Some years ago Mr. Til- 
den bought the house at No. 16 Gramercy Park. 
ud having thus obtained a plot of ground sixty 
feet wide and one hundred feet deep, commenced 
to build a new house, in which the library should 
be the essential feature. It was decided to pre- 
serve parts of the old hous@ intact, so far as beams 
and walls were. concerned; but the house 
No. 16 was completely torn down 
' fronts of both houses were removed and re- 
built. Two bay projections, each rnnning from the 
yround to the third story—one semi-octagonal in 
form and the other square—atre tle prominent fea- 
tures of the front. The materials used consist of 
Carlisle (Scotland) reddish sandstone, Belleville 
brownstone, and narrow bands of Maine granite, 
With a running vine wrought into relief by pelish- 
ing, the effect of the black leaves upon the bluish- 
gray of the natural granite being exceed- 
ingly good. The whole front of the house 
is one mass of elaborate carving where 
ever the Carlisle stone is used, no cutting having 
been done in the brown stone, that material not 
being regarded by the architects of suflicient dura 
bility. Fortymen were employed upon the out- 
side carving for several months. Life-size heads, 
carved by Mr. J. W. Kitson, of Milton, Franklin, 
Geothe, Shakespeare and Michael Angelo occupy 
panels in prominent ee Mr. Tilden's col 
lection of portraits of Milton is the finest in the 
country, and fromit the designs for the present 
head were obtained. Altogether, the effect of the 
house from the street is warm and rich, a mixture 
of gothic and renaissance prevailing in the design.
